accounts,

the Department should have the 
cooperation of every Savings de- 
positor by presenting their books

ued to pound Jap bases throughout

Free Germany Committee 

As to the Free Germany commit- 
tee, Russia itself has not made any 
diréct official statement concerning 
it, has not officially backed up its 
progzam.

Post-War Russia 

From a purely cynical and materi- 
al standpoint, it can be argued that 
post-war Russians se not attempt 
any move against Britain or Amer- 
iea, either from within by propagan- 
da and intrigue or from without by 
military attack because they will be 
an exhausted nation when the war ig 
over. Competent observers believe 
it will take several generations. for 
Russia to recover. Therefore, Rus- 
sia’s chief advantage will be gained 
by co-operation with other nations 
rather than by threats of aggression, 
To some degree, that also applies 
to Britain. Unquestionably, the 
United States will emerge from the 
war the greatest military power In 
the world. Only a combination of 
powers, could defeat her. There 
rests, then, the moral responsibility 
on America of wise and generous use 
of her power—noblesse oblige. 

This, I admit, is the bright side 
of the medal. But until the attempts
